CHRISTMAS at Valley 
Washington's Greatest Victory 
Forge

N PHILADELPHIA, the fine, dry 
snow that swirled down on Christ­ 
mas Eve of 1777 was something to 
be savored and enjoyed. It added a 
picturesque, white frosting to the neat 
brick houses; it heightened the warmth 
and comfort suggested by the candle­ 
lit windows. Against this new snow, 
which whitened a previous fall, the 
scarlet coats of the British took on a 
more festive air. Dickens had not yet 
invented his rcd-cheeked, jolly Father 
Christmas. But this was a preview'. It 
was a time to relax, to loosen tight 
buttons after big meals, t o drink ale 
while the glowing backlogs o f a hun­ 
dred fireplaces chuckled at the outside 
cold.

“Yesterday af­ 
ternoon,” he wrote, “receiving informa­ 
tion that the enemy in foree had left 
the city (Philadelphia) and were ad­ 
vancing toward Darby with apparent 
design to forage, and draw subsistence 
from that part of the country, I ordered 
the troops to be in readiness, that I 
might give every opposition in my pow­ 
er . . . (but) to my great mortification, 
I was not only informed but convinced 
that the men were unable to stir on ac­ 
count of provisions, and that a dan­ 
gerous mutiny begun the night before 
and with difficulty suppressed by the 
spirited exertions of some officers was 
still much to be apprehended on ac­ 
count of their want of this article 
(food).” 
Only Harass Eenemy 
And Washington's letter continued: 
“All I could do under the circum­ 
stances. was to send out a few light 
parties to watch and harass the enemy, 
whilst other parties instantly were de­ 
tached different ways to collect, if pos­ 
sible, as much provision as would sat­ 
isfy the pressing wants of the soldiery. 
But will this answer? No, Sir: three 
or four days of had weather would 
prove our destruction. What then is to 
become of the Army this Winter? And, 
if we are as often without provisions 
now, as with it, what is to become of 
us in the spring, when our force will 
be collected v ith the aid perhaps of 
militia, to take advantage of an early 
campaign before the enemy can be re­ 
inforced0'’ 
Some men, W a s h i n g t o n went on to 
narrate, had only one shirt or none at 
all; others were confined to the hos­ 
pital for lack of shoes. Many lacked 
sleep because they had to sit up, hug­ 
ging camp fires during the night to 
keep warm. Generally, out of some 11,-

In the home of “Indian Joe” Esquibt I 
tire fire of pinon wood danced in the 
fireplace. 
There were 
candles 
and 
wreaths in the windows and plenty of 
hot coffee that cut the night’s chill. 
San Felipe is a Kcres-speaking pueb­ 
lo on an ancient site some forty miles 
south of Santa Fe with a present popu­ 
lation of about 500. 
The fame of its 
Christmas celebration is wide-spread, 
and many visitors come from distant 
places to partake of the Indian hospi­ 
tality.

At a quarter of 12 the bdls rang 
again, and at a signal from Joe we left 
for the church, directly across the vil­ 
lage plaza. 
The church embodies the finest feat­
